Just a few years ago I was really down on my 
luck.

yourself? Referees are honorable 
men.” 

Yet how does he account for so 
many crippled foes condemning his 
tactics as illegal, not to mention the 
films which clearly show him violating 
the rules? 

“The films are wrong,” Mulligan 
contends, “the camera angles are 
deceiving. They only look like illegal 
tactics. Actually they’re all legitimate. 

“As for my opponents’ complaints, 


what can you expect from losers? 
They know they can’t win a title in the 
arena, so they try to become champion 
in the magazine. Their stupid drool- 
ings are laughable. Just once I'd like 
to see those clowns admit I’m better 
than them, instead of bawling 
that I cheated. They not only lack 
skill, they’re gutless!

In fact, it’s not like Mulligan to 
waste words at all.

Over the past several months, 
Fritz has been trying to forge a new 
reputation for himself.

HIEF JAY STRONGBOW sat 
dejectedly in his dressing room, 
mulling over the fact that he and Billy 
White Wolf had once again failed to 
win the WWWFE tag team title from 
The Executioners. It had been a crush- 
ing defeat. 
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“We could have won it,” Jay told his 
partner. “We really could have wonthe 
title tonight.” 

Silently, Chief Strongbow rose and 
got dressed. He did not say one word 
to his partner. There was nothing left 
for him to say. Another chance at 


winning the title was gone. There was 
no way for Jay to retrieve that moment 
in history and correct what went 
wrong. It had already happened; 
nothing could be done to change the 
events of the past. 

It was difficult for Strongbow to

accept this particular loss. The Indians 
had come within close range of ending 
the reign of The Executioners. Victory 
was nearly theirs, and then the chance 
was gone. And as much as he hated to 
admit it, Jay knew exactly where the 
blame should be placed—with Billy 
White Wolf. 

It cannot be said that Billy White 
Wolf is not an excellent wrestler. His 
knowledge of scientific tactics is 
phenomenal. But Billy cannot seem to 
do his best when faced with men who 
like to employ less-than-legal tactics. 
He does not wish to match these 
brawlers with their own type of tactics. 
And this, more than anything else, 
could lead to his downfall. 

This is not tosay ascientific wrestler “7 
should use illegal tactics when faced § 
with a man who prefers to ignore the ~~ 
rules. However, a man should know 
what to do if science fails. Unfortu- 
nately, Billy White Wolf doesn’t. 

The Executioners are one of the 
most notorious tag teams to ever be 
seen in the WWWFP. They begin a 
match by throwing out the rulebook, 
then proceed to take matters from 
there. Their reign as champions has 
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been bloody and brutal. And only one 
team has been able to hold them at 
bay—the Indians. 

However, while the Indians have 
been able to give The Executioners a

good deal of trouble, the popular team 
has not been able to win their belts. 
And this has caused a considerable 
amount of consternation for Chief Jay 
Strongbow. 

In the past, Strongbow has teamed 
with several different wrestlers, but 
Billy White Wolf is the first Indian he 
has ever teamed with. A strange ethnic 
bond binds these two men together. 
But this bond; like Billy’s refusal to 
brawl, could spell the undoing of the 
popular team. 

Strongbow understands Billy’s 
weaknesses, and therefore tries to 
compensate for them. However, there 
is just so much one tag team partner 
can do for the other. Sooner or later 
something has to give. In this par- 
ticular situation, it could end up that 
Chief Jay Strongbow may have to end 
the partnership with Billy White Wolf. 

So far, this partnership has been 
quite successful. They were more than 
able to beat back the competition in 
order to have a title shot at The Exe- 
cutioners. The fans in the WWWE 
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area have gone wild about them. Many 
veteran wrestling observers have 
stated flatly that the Indians are the 
most popular tag team in history. So 
why do they have to split up? 

From the beginning, it was quite 
obvious that one of the reasons this 
team was formed was to end the reign 
of The Executioners. It was thought 
that if any two men could beat the 
hated pair, Strongbow and White 
Wolf would be those men. That the 
two shared a similar heritage could 
only be to their advantage. 

When the two men first started 
training together, they kept to a 
regimen of strictly scientific man- 
euvers. They were determined to 
defeat the Executioners, but they were 
going to do this on their own terms. 
They would not compromise wrestling 
science for the winning of the title. 

After the first few encounters with 
the hated tag team, Strongbow began 
to realize that it would be almost 
impossible to stay strictly within the 
guidelines set down by the rulebook. If

he really did want to end the reign of 
the Executioners, he would have to 
compromise. After all, the Execu- 
tloners never gave a second thought to 
cheating their way into keeping the 
title. It became clear to Strongbow 
that tougher action was needed. 

But this insight was lost on Billy 
White Wolf. He refused to go along 
with the Chief's idea of brawling unless 
it was absolutely necessary. He truly 
believed the Indians could eventually 
win by staying strictly scientific. 

Strongbow did not have the heart to 
disagree with his partner. He did not 
want to alienate this man he had 
worked so successfully with. He did 
not want to end the friendship that had 
grown between the two Indians. And 
so, a familiar pattern began to emerge: 
Strongbow and White Wolf would win 
their matches against The Execu- 
tioners, but they would fail to win the 
title, due to The Executioners being 
disqualified. Every victory became a 
hollow one. Winning a match meant 
nothing if they could not win the title 
also.

reporter declared in awe. “His de- 
fensive maneuvers were superb. He 
moved with the grace of a leopard. 
When Lawler had him in that arm- 
lock, I thought for sure Funk was 
doomed. Yet, he moved beautifully, 
perfectly made his escape. The way he 
rolled free, twisting his entire body, 
was incredibly fine. I hoped they 
filmed the match. People all over the 
world should see what this sport is all 
about.” 

“It wasn't just Funk’s skill,” another 
added, “it was his courage. The man 
had the guts of a bandit tonight. Did 
you see the way he moved when Lawler 
got him in that headlock? He could 
have cracked his back if he made even 
a slight error. That was-the riskiest 
thing I’ve ever seen a champion do. He 
not only got away with it, but he broke 
Lawler’s spirit at the same time. Don’t 
blame Jerry, either. If it had happened 
to me, I’d have been in tears. That was 
one great headlock—for nothing!” 

“What really must have killed 
Lawler, though,” said another member 
of the group, “was that stepover 
toehold. I'll take all the disappoint- 
ment in the world and survive it. But 
the pain from that toehold is more 
than I could take. What’s more, it was 
perfectly done, really textbook perfect. 
That’s what really foiled Jerry’s title 
bid—Funk’s perfection.” 

“Against anyone but Funk,” 
another added, “Jerry Lawler would 
have been victorious tonight.

took a lot of risks out there. I did stuff 
only a champion has to do. If there 
wasn’t a title on the line, chances are 
Lawler would have been the winner. 
No meaningless victory is worth what I 
did.” 
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With that, Funk walked away. The 
NWA champion had proven himself 
worthy of the title. He had earned the 
rest he was wearily approaching. 

As for Lawler, he came out like a 
man proud in defeat. He had nothing 
to be ashamed of. He had done his best 
against a man possessed. This was a 
classic match, one which would be 
remembered long after both men have 
retired. Lawler also proved he was one ° 
of the great ones. 

“This time Funk was saved by the 
time limit,” Lawler said with a smirk. 
“Next time I’ll win. There’s no way he 
can win. After all, I’m the best wrestler 
around. Funk is great and lucky. The 
odds are next time I'll be lucky... . and 
champion.” 

Although the record books will only 
show this—‘*Funk vs. Lawler, Draw, 
One Hour Time Limit”—those who 
were there know that is not anywhere 
near the entire story.

For a few tense moments, it appeared Bruiser Brodie 

_ had won the WWWF title from Bruno Sammartino. But 
Brodie had made one fatal error—he didn’t know that 
In the WWWFE cheaters never win! 
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OR A FEW incredible moments, 

it appeared that Bruno Sammar- 
tino had lost the championship of the 
WWWFE to Bruiser Brodie! 

The ring announcer had entered the 
ring. A microphone had been lowered. 
‘Ladies and gentlemen,’’ the 
announcer had intoned, “the new 
heavyweight champion of the world, 
Bruiser Frank Brodie!” 

But the fans knew better. 

Within seconds of the announce- 
ment, thousands of spectators voiced 
their displeasure with the decision. 
They knew that Bruiser Brodie had not 
won the title from Bruno Sammartino. 
They also knew why Brodie had not 
won. 

When Grand Wizard announced he 


was bringing Frank Brodie into the. 


WWWFE to challenge Bruno for the 
title, many fans became upset.

The night of the Brodie-Sammar- 
tino confrontation, Grand Wizard told 
reporters, “After the match tonight, no 
one will refer to my man as Frank 
Brodie. People will hail him as ‘Bruiser 
Brodie—the man who destoyed Bruno 
Sammartino.’ It will be glorious, 
glorious.” 

For a while it appeared Grand 
Wizard’s prediction was going to come 
true. From the onset of his match 
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a fast one later on and make this bout such a controversial match. 


against Sammartino, Brodie looked 
awesome. He started the match by de- 
parting from any rules. He had only 
one goal in mind—to win Sammar- 
tino’s belt!

Within a few min- 
utes, Bruiser Brodie had the cham- 
pion lying on the canvas. Three 
seconds later, the match was over and 
Brodie was declared the new WWWE 
champion. | 

Except something was wrong. 

The thousands of spectators had 
seen it. The judges at ringside had seen 
it. Only the referee had not seen it. 
Brodie’s foot had been hooked on the 
ropes as he was pinning Bruno. This 
clearly constitued cheating. 

Soon after the announcer had pro- 
claimed Bruiser Brodie the new 
champion, he made another 
announcement: “In the opinion of the 
judges, Bruiser Brodie did not win the 
this match. Bruno Sammartino is still 
the champion of the WWWF. Frank 
Brodie has been disqualified for 
having his foot on the ropes.” 

The thousands of spectators cheered 
the decision. Grand Wizard 
immediately demanded a rematch 
for his wrestler. “This time,” he said, 
“we are not going to let someone steal 
the belt from us. We won it, and we 
intend to keep it!” 

If the judges had not changed the 
results, there would be a new WWWE 
champion now. But apparently 
Bruiser Brodie is not finished with the 
work he set out to do. Can he achieve

However for most wrestlers, the 
ambition remains only a dream.

It's the saddest decision a 
man can make; surrender at its 
most merciless. 

Billy Robinson: has taken the first 
step on the road of this surrender. 
He has issued a public pronounce- 
ment declaring no more champion- 
ship matches for him in the immedi- 


ate future. It was a terse statement 
that told little and revealed too 
much. In a subsequent interview — 
one Robinson hesitated to give — 
the reasons for his sadness be- 
came more apparent. 

“| have said all | wanted to say in

Robinson explained, as if daring us 
to probe much deeper into his 
despair.

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to do. My reasons are my own.” 

But doesn't a top challenger’s 
decision to stop trying for the big 
prize reveal something important 
about the sport? 

“lm a human being who 
wrestles, Robinson countered,

What | do has no bearing on what 
makes other people choose 
different courses of action. But if my 
fans, who have been great to me, 
want to know my reasons, then I'll 
tell them. | want it understood, I"m 
doing this for my fans, not for wres- 
thing.” 

The following wasn't easy for 
Robinson to say. Many times he

word. Other times declarations 
were contradicted in the next 
sentence. Perhaps Robinson didn't 
wish to reveal his reasons because 
he was so confused about them. 

“I've wrestled the champions for 
years, Billy declares, “‘andlalways 
did my best. I'ma scientific wrestler, 
and proud of it. |!'m not ashamed of 
any match I've ever been in. | defy a 
single champion to make that state- 
ment. 

“The fact of the matter is the rules 
favor the champion to an incredible 
extent. It's next to impossible for a 
championship to change hands ina 
scientific encounter.

forced to cheat. | defy you to namea 
match in the last 20 years where a 
champion wrestling scientifically 
was beaten by a challenger doing 
the same.

The rules 
make that impossible. As long as a 
champion can do anything he wants 
to get disqualified without losing his 
title, you can kiss any hopes you 
have goodbye.

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Mike thinks the opposite may be 
closer to the reality of the situation. 
For Mike sees his father’s new 
position as meaning more trouble to 
him than he’s ever had before. 

Mike knows his father well. Mike 
knows that Eddie has always strived 
to be totally fair in all his business 
dealings, and that he will bring that 
same sense of fairness to his 
administration of the NWA.
